Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
German patent to Sesselmann (1 9847080). Sesselmann discloses a window glass(1 ), 
a sliding member, a cable (5), a motor (10), and a sensor (20) for detecting the force o 
the cable due to a trapping of an object which then stops/reverses the direction of the 
window from a closing position. 

Claims 5-19 are allowable.
